Many times they 
were obliged to take refuge in hollows 
and other hiding places, while ragged 
Cossack patrols were occupying hamlets 
and villages.

enue Department is not empowered by 
law to regulate th prices charged for 
theatre tickets, it can require the spec- 
tor. to tell whether the Government 
has shared in the excess fn prices aBove- 
the amount stamped on the ticket, as set 
forth in the income tax laws. 
Collector Edwards yesterday caused 
letters to be sent out to all theatres, re- 
quiring the managers to rétaifi all of 
the stubs presented at the door. Under 
the law these. stubs must. be marked 
with the name of the ticket broker, and 
the amount charged over the box office 
price. In this way, Collector Edwards 
believes, he can check up on the spect 
lator. 

The tax law exacts a percentage ot 
only 2% per cent. upon premiums of 50 
cents, which is generally regarded. as 
a. legitimate charge for the service of 
obtaining and reselling a theatre ticket. 
In the event that a larger premium is 
charged, however, the law provides for 
a 50 per cent. tax, and it is an.open 
secret that this provision of the law has 
not been observed tately by a ‘great 
many ticket pee ah 6 pire the 
small speculator of what ia, now called 
the ‘‘ hole-in-the-wall ’’ variety.

‘ FROM MARLBOROUGH 


Consuelo Vanderbilt 
Wins a Decree After a Short 
Hearing in London Court. 


GARSON GIVES THE EVIDENCE 


Notes Exchanged by the Couple Are 
Read—-Duke Appears at the Trial, 
- ‘but His Wife is Absent. 


" LONDON, Nov, 9.—The. marriage of 
the Duchess of Marlborough, formerly 
Consuelo ‘Vanderbilt; daughter of the 
late W. K.. Vanderbilt, to the Duke of 
Marlborough in New York in November, 
1895, was dissolved in the divorce court 
heré today. . 

The proceedings lacked ‘the show of in- 
terest ‘usually marking the appearance 
of well-known personages in gourt. Ow- 
ing to indisposition, the Duchess was 
unable to be present at the hearing, and 
the curiosity of those crowding the small 
courtroom was rewarded only by a sight 
of the Duke, who, wrapped in a heavy 
astrakhan-collared coat, sat in a front 
seat. Sir Edward Carson, counsel for 
the Duchess, in a matter-of-fact tone re- 
cited the marital difficulties of the cou- 
ple and the unsuccessful attempts to 
bring about a reconciliation. 

Only two witnesses were examined, 
and twenty-five minutes after the -hear- 
ing began Justice Horridge, who pre- 
sided, pronounced cryptically the finding 
of the Court—‘‘ decrée and costs ’’—in 
favor of the Duchess. 

At the opening of the hearing Sir Ed- 
wafd Carson explained that the indispo- 
sition of the Duchess prevented her at- 
tendance and produced medical corrob- 
oration of her illness. . He then pro-4 
ceeded with a recital of the marriage of 
the Marlboroughs, their coming to Eng- 
land, their residence in Blenheim Palace 
and the birth of their two children, both 
of whom ‘now are of age. 

The separation of the Duke and Dueh- 
ess in 1907 in consequence of their dif- 
ferences and the ‘exccution of a deed pro- 
viding for the custody of the children 
and their education were referred to by 
Sir Edward. He declared the Duke and 
Duchess met frequently to discuss ‘the 
bringing up of the children until October 
of last year, when, the children having 
ibecome of age, a correspondence was be- 
gun which led to the Duke and Duchess 
ineeting and agreeing to live together. 

November. of last year, ‘the attorney 
continued, saw a new deed executed re- 
tvoking tue previous agreement, the new 
instrument making provision for allow- 
ances to the'suns. Sir Edward said the 
Higwey lived . together until Dec. 
15, when tne Duke left, leaving a letter 
telling the Duchess: 

*We have tried dur best to mend the 
past and start life afresh, but I fear 
rane in the long period of our separation,

Smith, with Abel Kiviat; was declared 
ineligible tor further A, A. U. competi- 
tion in 1915 when he was found guilty 
of demanding excessive expense money.
